The bill would inHict a $10,000 fine, 10 years* 
imprisonment, or both, for any person who dur­ 
ing a period of armed conflict knowingly con­ 
tributes, solicits, collects, or disburses money or 
anything of value for the enemies of the United 
Sfat*“s, That part doe* not seem too far out of 
’ line 
But the bill would make it unlawful to deliver 
speeches, picket, parade, attend a rally, or dem- 
• onstrate against any lawful measure of the Unit, 
„ed States related to die conduct of an armed 
conflict, if such activities give aid or encourage­ 
ment to the enemy and are intended to inter­ 
fere with successful conduct of the conflict, 
» The bright spot in the prospect is that Con­ 
gress will back away from the proposal, re* 
-membenng the First Amendment: “Congress 
.shall make now law 
. abridging the freedom 
!of speech, or of die press, or the right of the 


people peaceably to assemble and to petition 
the Government for a redress of grievance" 
f ur’oer misgivings will be generated by leg­ 
islators’ realization that in armed conflicts in 
which no enemy has been narmd in a declara­ 
tion of war it would be tricky to d< signate ,m 


enemy in an action against an individual citizen. 
And still further doubts would be forthcoming 
if legislators weig.ied the probable reaction from 
a gag law against the probable benefits They 
might fill the courts and jails with eager m ar­ 
tyrs, witmout adding any vigor to the war effort.

The American labor move­ 
ment is the only such coalition 
which is not directly affiliated 
with a political party Ameri­ 
can labor likes to ride a win­ 
ner wherever possible 
T in t’s why they were lukewarm over Adlal 
Stevenson. That s

Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower to run on the Democratic 
ticket in 48 even Walter Heather was for him. 
Only Ike objei ted. 
So they won t break with the Democrats and 
launch an isolated class parly. President Lyndon 
Johnson, furthermore, is their friend and in­ 
stead of feuding w.th him, they're rallying to 
him behind-the scenes 
He conferred privately with them - George 
Meany and Walter HeuUier among o’hers — all 
through January in per»son up to the 7th and 
over die phone since they went south.

T ie pipe-smoking, 63-year-old. majority lead­ 
er just was not going to crack down on h.s 
colleagues to give labor what it wanted—and 
may not do so to get labor what it wants now 
in minimum wages, and of the ban on secondary 
boycott picketing and federal centralizing of 
the U S Employment Service. 
During the 14B repealer debate Mr Mansfield 
merely went through the motions say the 
labor leaders, especially the influential I 
W.

IN WASHINGTON on the night of Jan 7. in 
the Sheraton-Park Hotel, Senators Mansfield and 
Dirksen were the honored dais guests at a 
businessmen's banquet The only labor man in 
the audience was Mr 
Abel, truly a man of 
steel where he wants to be 
When the time came, Mr Mansfield arose, 
spoke of the “ esteem” he had for Mr Dirksen 
and continued in language Mr 
Abel believed 
should have been reserved only for Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Not only did Mr. Mansfield—at the height of 
die 14B filibuster - speak highly of Mr Dirk­ 
sen. but Uie Democratic leader said stoutly 
that the current Congress 
owes an immense 
debt to the contribution of the distinguished 
minority leader." 
Abel was as grim as a smokestack in his 
native Canton-Pittsburgh area 
T ie next day, notii ing the lack of real pres­ 
sure from the majority leader on the Demo­ 
cratic senators, Mr. Abel gathered around him 
the experienced Dave Sullivan, prsident of the 
Building Service Workers, and the veteran polit­ 
ical s rategist, Joe Keenan, an AFL-CIO vice 
president and die trio went button-holing. 
They got to what senators they could to talk 
them into breaking the filibuster. Distinctly they 
got the impression there was even less pressure 
than they thought coming from Mr Mansfield. 


THIS W \s CONFIRMED when they asked 
Sen Sparkman. D-Ala., how he. who had run 
as vice presidential candidate with the late Mr. 
Stevenson, could support the filibuster against 


the labor movement’s wist*" 
The Impression 
the union chiefs got was tfitt the Senate leader­ 
ship had really not attempted to push him in 
their direction 
So the battle was - and is — with Mr Mans­ 
field. He's a hard man for them to fight He s 
not up for re-election until 1970, He's a »barter 
member of the American Federation of Teach­ 
er», fAh L-CIOi. And he's more learned thon 
most of tiiem - what with a masters degree 
and long stint as a college professor m Latin 
American and Far Eastern historv 
Furthermore, the President needs him right 
now on international matter*. Mr J linson can 
do without another feud in the Senate 
So the labor leaders, roaring with independ­ 
ence and self-determination, have withdrawn 
from their Southern enclaves. But they’ll not 
puli a De Gaulle.

I mon itself ls in a m ajor conflict with Red 
tuna. The struggle for power in Asia between 
their governments cannot be suddenly resolved 
and an obligation imposed that they must re­ 
spect - the neutrality of the Southeast Asian 
eounries. 


T ie truth is that Southeast \."ia i too vast a 
territory to be handled by a ••neutralization" 
device such as was used in Austria, 
The real danger to die Southeast Asian peo­ 
ple is the aggressive policies of autocratic gov 
ernments. 
Both the Moscow and Peking re­ 
gimes are concerned primarily with die aequi. 
sition of power in Asia, and they are not in­ 
terested in neugrahzation Even if there were 
an agreement to “ neutralize,” this would not 
prevent infiltration and attempts to take over 
he local governments and obtain political con- 
trol anyway.
